Patrolman Noonan Arrested 
After Struggle. 


POINTED REVOLVER AT WOMAN 


WHEN SHE FLED HE TOOK POS- 
SESSION OF HER HOME. 


In the Excitement of the Arrest a Spec- 
tator Was Injured by a Blow 
From a Policeman’s 
Club. 


Policeman Patrick Noonan of the Fourth 
Gistrict invaded the laundry agency of Mrs. 
A@a Schlueter, at 36 North Tenth street, 
Friday night and drove her with a revolver 
from the building, which is her home as 
“well as place of business. 

After sending Mrs. Schlueter, with her 
infant In her arms, running in terror from 
the house, Noonan seated himself in the 
room back of the laundry office, which is 
the living room of the woman and child. 

The first policeman who came in response 
to Mra. Schlueter’s summons looked in and, 
seeing his brother officer seated in the room, 
went away without attempting ‘to disturb 
him. 

The second, Patrolman Henderson, ar- 
rested Noonan. throwing him on the floor 
of the laundry office and placing his foot 
on his neck to overpower him. A private 
watchman aided in the capture. 

At the Carr street station, Lieut. Mc- 
Kenna removed Noonan's star and sus- 
pended him from the force. 

While the police were taking Noonan to 
the station Simon Levy of 1139 Franklin 
avenue was struck on the head with one 
of their clubs and his skull was laid bare. 
He says that he was struck by one of the 
policemen who was in charge of the pris- 
oner, and that he had given no provoca- 
tion for the assault, other than being in 
the crowd which surrounded the police 
group. 

“The policeman walked in and sat down,” 
eald Mrs. Schlueter Saturday, ‘and when I 
asked him to leave he drew a revolver and 
pointed it at the baby and me. Then I! 
Snatched up the baby and ran out, calling 
for the police. 

“The first officer who came didn’t seem 
to care, or he was afraid of the other 
man's gun, so he refused to @isturb him. 

“After the policeman had been taken 
away, and before I had got back two men 
came in and started to loot the place, but 
a neighbor stopped them."’ 

Noonan received a very severe shock from 
electricity Nov. 2, 1900, when Patrolmen 
Beckman and Looney were killed and sev- 
eral other officers injured by touching pa- 


trol boxes that had been charged by trolley 
wires. Some of,Noonan's fellow officers be- 
Neve that he never fully reeovered from 
that shock.

SMALLPOX STORY A  CANAAD! 


Not a Single Case on the Fair Grounds, 
Say Members of the Board of 
Health. 


Dr. 8. A. Johnson, assistant chief dis- 
pensary physician, stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch Saturday morning that there is no 
smallpox at the Fair Grounds, and that no 
cases had been discovered there this sea- 


son. 
“The order for a general vaccination of 


Pair Grounds employes,”’ said Dr. Johnson, 


“was issued in conformity with-the annual 
practice of the Board of Health, and was 
not caused by any outbreak of smallpox in 
that part of the city. 

“Tt was merely a precautionary measure. 
No smallpox has existed at the Fair 
Grounds this year. 

At the offices of the Board of Health the 
statement was made that no smallpox had 
been reported from the Fair Grounds and 
that no reason existed for den "Aaa the pub- 
lic free entrance to the groun 

Secretary John Hachmelister said at noon 
today concerning the reports of smallpox 
cases alleged to have been taken from the 
stables at the Fair Grounds: 

“The rumor is perfectly absurd and has 
no~ foundation tin fact. he Fair Associa- 
tion will give $100 for the name of any

“Every year when the horsemen begin to 
gather for the ope ning. of the racing sea- 
scn,’’ said Dr. Dwyer, “we always enforce 
the vaccination system. We have done so 
this year. There are strict orders issued on 
this point, and they are, as heretofore, be- 
ing enforced. We have been able to prevent 
a single case of the disease. It may be 
stated that there is absolutely no smallpox 
at the Fair Grounds.’

Americans Suffer That Trust 
May Feed Foreigners. 


ENGLAND IS WELL SUPPLIED 


LARGE PROPORTION OF ITS MEAT 
IS AMERICAN. 


Packers’ Appetite Has Been Whetted 
by Growing Trade Recently Until 
They Now Hope to Control 
Foreign Supply.

LONDON, May 3.—Is the Beef Trust 
starving Ameriea to feed Europe? 

Are 16.000.000 Amercan families belng com- 
pelled to eat dinners without meat in or- 
der that the “Big Six’’ of Chicago may cap- 
ture the meat business of the world? 

It is a startling fact, which up to the 
present time has been overloked in the 
United States, thet last year foreign coun- 
tries took from the United States 2,005,242,- 
509 pounds of beef and pork. 

The beef and pork products exported from 
American ports amounted to the enormous 
sum of $187,555,915. 

This wovld have been sufficient to supply 
every family in the United States witn 


year. 

It is a fact known to 
in 1901 the beef trust shipped 
pounds of meat more to fore countries 
than it had sent away the year before. s 
growing trade seems to have whetted the 
trust's etite for. 

An English wholesale meat dealer de- 
clared several years that the price of 
meat was decided in London every marn- 
ing by the American dealers. This was 
never so absolutely the case as it is at the 
present time. 

If all the anfmals that are 
America’ for the London market every year 
were to march past in one long proces- 
sion, there would be seven miles of calves, 
nine miles of hogs, 72 miles of cattle and 
120 miles_of sheep. 

London has 1750 putchers, and there is 
not one of them who does not sell Ameri- 
can meats. 

Smithfield is the chief meat market of 
London and is the largest meat shop in the 
world. Under its roof of iron and glass 
there are nearly four acres of meat stalls. 
In the building tens of thousand of car- 
casses are hung and a large proportion of 
them are imported from America. 

Adjoining the Smithfield’ market is the 
“pork, poultry and provision market.” 

Taken together, these two buildings cov- 
er an area of five acres. If combined, 
they would make a building as wide as a 
St. Louis block and about five times as 
long. 

This enormous meat market is dependent 
for its main supply upon the hogs and cat- 
tle that are raised by the farmers of the 
states, and it is only one of many meat 
murkets which the ambitious meat trust 
is endeavoring to get under its control, and 
which it is supplying at the cost of the 
American public.
